KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE. 



IN SENATE. 

Saturday, Feb. 27, 1847. 

Praver bv the Rev. Mr. VV atermak. 

Mr. MARSH ALL introduced a bill to change the 
terms of the Oldham and Henry Circuit Courts; 
passed. 

The SPEAKER remarked, that he would be com- 
pelled to leave Frankfort on to-morrow, and suggest- 
ed the propriety of elect ing a Speaker .for the re- 
mainder of the session. 

Mr. WALL nominated Mr. Robert S. Todd, who 
was unanimously elected. 

Mr. DRAFFiN reported a bill, divorcing Ann 
Elliott from her husband, John Elliott, and confirm- 
ing the marriage of said Ann, with John Wright. 

The Assistant Secretary of the H. R. reported 
sundry bills, which had passed that house. 

Mr. WILLIAMS moved to take up all the bills 
from the H. R. just reported, which are returned 
with amendments. 

An act to reduce into one, the several acts con- 
cerning the town of Georgetown; passed. 

An act for the benefit of Robert Triplett; passed. 

An act establishing the town of Monterey, in 
Owen county; passed. 

An act to add an additional term to the Mason and 
Fleming Circuit Courts — reported from H. R. with 
an amendment, which was concurred in. 

An act to incorporate the Lexington and Licking 
Valley Railroad Compauy; reported with amend- 
ments, which were concurred in. 

An act to amend an act, incorporating certain 
Turnpike road companies; approved, Jan. 29,1829. 

Mr. BOYD hoped the bill would pass. The House 
of Representatives has passed it by an overwhelm- 
ing vote. It was fully discussed in the other end of 
the Capitol, by those familiar with the grievances 
sought to be remedied. 

Mr. WALL was a member of the committeee to 
whom this bill was referred. He did not deem the 
passage of the bill proper, he believed its passage 
could be of no benefit at all to those who claimed 
to be interested, for it seemed to him, that the bill 
if passed, being in contravention of the charter, 
would be perfectly nugatory. 

Mr. KEY was very desirous to do every thing in 
his power to accommodate the citizens along the ! 
Maysville road, but he concurred with the Seuator j 
from Harrison. (Mr. Wall,) that the passage of this 
bill will not effect the object desired. 

Mr. BOYD rejoined. He did not concur with the . 
honorable Senators, as to the effect of this bill. He j 
regarded the bill now under consideration, as a mere 1 
declaration of the opinion of the Senate, upon the j 
proper construction of the original charter. The 1 
bill passed. 

An act for the benefit of John V. Cowling and j 
Jessee A. Moorman; passed. 

A number of House bills were taken up and act- 1 
ed upon. (It is unnecessary to repeat them here, as 
they w ill appear in the Synopsis in a few days.) 

Mr. DRAFFIN moved a reconsideration of n 
bill for the benefit of Robert Williams — yeas 18, 1 
nays 9; reconsidered. 

Mr PEYTON opposed the passage of the bill, be- 
cause there had once been a lull settlement of the 
matters of account between the State and this gen- 
tleman. The effect of the passage of this bill, will | 
be to open again, all demands of contractors which j 
have been settled heretofore. Is there to he no end j 
to ihese claims! If we are to consider, settle and : 
then again reconsider, these claims against the Com- 
monwealth, the time will never come when we will 
be able to determine how we stand as a State; or what 
Is the extent of our indebtedness. The passage of 
this bill opens the door to numerable frauds upon the 
Commonwealth. But this case has been once set- 
tled. there is no allegation of mistake. I am there- 
fore opposed to it. 

Mr. SWOPE remarked that the State had paid 
Mr. Williams for what work he had done, but there 
never had been a settlement of the damages which 
those gestlemeii sustained by a suspension of the 
works. 

Mr. BRISTOW said, as a member of the commit- ' 
tee had called upon Gov. Metcalfe, who stated that 
there had been no settlement of the claim set up i 
for damages, and for which this bill provides. He ' 
desired to do justice to every creditor of the State, 
and should therefore vvtefor the bill. 

Mr. CRENSHAW read from the report of the 
Board of Internal Improvement, in reference to the I 
settlement of claims of the contractors upon Lick- 1 
ing river. 

Mr. SWOPE explained that the item now claim- j 
ed, was not settled by the Board, in the general set- ; 
tlement referred to in the document of the Seuator 
from Barren. 

An act to authorize the Board of managers of the 
Versailles road, to establish a turnpike gate within a 
quarter of a mile of the town of Frankfort. 

Mr. RUSSELL asked a call of the Senate. 

The bill was rejected, yeas 13, nays 17. 

Mr. JAMES reported a bill from H. R. for the ben- 
*efit of James Coyle, with the opinion that it ought 
not to pass. 

The Senate refused to order the bill to a third 
reading. 

Mr. JAMES reported a bill from II. R. for the 
benefit of the Militia of the county of Floyd, called 
out under General Hager, with an amendment. 

Mr. HARRIS explained the circumstances con- 1 
nected with tke affair which rendered the call upon 
the militia necessary. 

Mr. RICE having been present at the court in 
Floyd, when the facts connected with the affair were 
fully developed oh the trial of seme of the parties, j 
concurred fully with the Senator from Floyd, in the ! 
propriety of passing the bill. 

The bill was passed. 

The consideration of the act for the benefit of 
Robert Williams, resumed. 

A statement from Gov. Metcalfe was read, in re- 
lation to the character of the settlement made with 
the Licking Contractors. 

Mr. BUTLER thought it very evident from the 
report, that all the questions connected with these 
claims which were proper to be considered, had 
been settled finally, ami hence he thought it was 
unnecessary to send this question again to Commis- 
sioners.
